Greeting. 

A.  Wells  Gray,  (  WHEREAS  the  Glen- 
Minister  of  Lands,  j  VV  more  Irrigation  Dis¬ 
trict  is  an  impi’ovement  district  under  the 
“  Water  Act,  1939,”  and  was  constituted  by 
Letters  Patent  issued  on  the  thirtieth  day  of 
December,  1920. 

And  whereas  by  section  50  of  the  “  Water 
Act,  1939,”  authority  is  given  to  recall  the 
Letters  Patent  of  an  improvement  district  and 
to  issue  in  their  place  other  Letters  Patent: 

And  whereas  We  have  thought  fit,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  Our  Executive 
Council,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  powers  and 
authorities  in  that  behalf  enabling,  to  recall 
the  Letters  Patent  of  the  Glenmore  Irrigation 
District  and  to  issue  in  their  place  these  Letters 
Patent : 

Now  know  ye  that  by  these  presents  We  do 
hereby  order  and  proclaim  that:- 

1.  the  incorporation  of  the  Glenmore  Irriga¬ 
tion  District  is  continued. 

2.  The  territorial  limits  of  the  said  Glenmore 
Irrigation  District  hereafter  comprise  the  lands 
described  in  the  aforesaid  Letters  Patent  issued 
on  the  thirtieth  day  of  December,  1920,  to¬ 
gether  with  Lots  1  and  2,  Block  10,  Registered 
Plan  896;  Lot  10,  Block  20,  Registered  Plan 
1249;  and  Lots  9  and  10,  Block  21,  Registered 
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Plan  1249,  Kamloops  Land  Registration  Dis¬ 
trict. 

3.  The  objects  of  the  district  shall  be  the 
acquisition,  maintenance,  and  operation  of 
works  for  the  diversion,  storage,  carriage,  and 
distribution  of  water,  and  works  for  the  drain¬ 
age  of  land,  and  all  matters  incidental  to  any 
of  the  foregoing. 

4.  There  shall  be  five  Trustees  of  the  district. 

5.  (a.)  In  this  clause  the  word  “  owner  ” 
with  respect  to  any  land  shall  mean  any  person 
shown  in  the  records  of  the  Land  Registry 
Office  as  the  holder  of  the  fee  or  of  the  last- 
registered  agreement  to  purchase  the  land,  and 
shall  include  any  person  who  makes  and  files 
with  the  secretary  to  the  Trustees  a  statutory 
declaration  proving  that  he  has  acquired  the 
land,  is  in  actual  occupation  of  it,  and  is  liable 
for  the  taxes  that  may  be  levied  upon  or  in 
respect  of  it. 

( b .)  The  persons  entitled  to  vote  at  any  elec¬ 
tion  of  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  of  the  district, 
or  on  any  matter  on  which  a  poll  is  taken,  shall 
be  those  whose  names  appear  on  the  current 
voters  list  of  the  district. 

(c. )  The  Trustees  shall  in  each  year  cause 
to  be  prepared  a  voters  list  in  which  shall  be 
entered  the  name  of  every  person  who  is  quali¬ 
fied  to  vote  in  a  Provincial  general  election, 
and  is  the  owner  or  the  agent  of  a  corporation 
that  is  the  owner  of  land  in  respect  of  which 
taxes  are  levied  under  the  last-registered  tax 
by-law  of  the  district,  or  is  an  executor  or 
administrator  entitled  to  deal  with  any  such 
land. 

( d .)  No  agent  of  a  corporation  shall  be 
entitled  to  have  his  name  entered  in  the  voters 
list  unless  he  complies  with  the  requirements 
of  the  Trustees  as  to  the  filing  with  the  Trus¬ 
tees  the  agent’s  authority  to  vote  on  behalf  of 
the  corporation. 

(e.)  The  name  of  only  one  of  the  joint 
owners  or  owners  of  different  interests  in  any 
parcel  of  land  shall  be  entered  in  the  voters 
iist,  and  unless  all  the  owners  agree  in  writing 
as  to  which  of  their  names  shall  be  so  entered 
the  secretary  to  the  Trustees  shall  determine 
which  name  shall  be  entered. 

(/.)  The  voters  list  shall  be  revised  each 
year  by  a  Court  of  Correction,  and  the  Trus¬ 
tees  may  by  resolution  appoint  the  members  of 
the  Court  of  Correction,  fix  the  dates,  time,  and 
places  for  its  meetings,  and  fix  a  date  for  the 
closing  of  the  voters  list  prior  to  any  election. 

( g .)  As  soon  as  the  time  for  nominating- 
candidates  in  any  election  has  expired,  any 
qualified  voter  who  makes  and  files  with  the 
returning  officer  a  statutory  declaration  show¬ 
ing  that  the  voter  expects  to  be  twenty-five  or 
more  miles  distant  from  the  polling-booth  on 
the  day  of  the  election  may  obtain  from  the 
returning  officer  a  ballot-paper  and  may  mark 
the  same  and  place  it  in  an  envelope  and  may 
seal  the  envelope  and  leave  it  with  the  return¬ 
ing  officer.  The  returning  officer  shall  keep  all 
such  envelopes  until  the  day  of  the  election  and 
he  shall  then  open  the  same  and  count  the 
ballots  contained  therein  along  with  the  ballots 
cast  on  the  day  of  election. 

6.  Every  person  whose  name  appeal’s  in  the 
current  voters  list  of  the  district  shall  be 
qualified  to  be  a  candidate  for  the  office  of 
Trustee;  provided  he  or  the  corporation  for 
whom  he  is  agent  or  the  estate  of  which  he  is 
executor  or  administrator  is  the  owner  of  a 
parcel  of  land  in  the  district  in  respect  of 
which  no  taxes  are  owing  to  the  district  that 
have  been  owing  for  more  than  four  months 
after  the  registration  of  the  by-law  levying  the 
said  taxes. 

7.  The  Trustees  shall  have  control  of  every 
election  of  a  Trustee  or  Trustees,  and  may  by 
resolution  appoint  the  returning  officer  and 
other  officials  to  conduct  the  election,  fix  the 
dates  for  nominating  candidates  and  voting, 
prescribe  the  procedure  to  be  followed  in  re¬ 
spect  of  nominating  candidates  and  voting,  and 
all  other  matters  relative  to  the  election. 


8.  Upon  any  Trustee  ceasing  to  have  the 
qualifications  necessary  for  a  candidate  for  the 
office  of  Trustee  he  shall  be  disqualified  and  the 
remaining  Trustees  shall  declare  his  place  on 
the  Board  of  Trustees  to  be  vacant. 

9.  When  any  vacancy  occurs  among  them  the 
Trustees  shall  within  three  months  of  its  occur¬ 
rence  make  provision  for  holding  an  election  to 
fill  the  vacancy. 

10.  The  Trustees  shall  at  least  once  in  every 
thirteen  months  call  a  general  meeting  of  the 
owners  of  land  in  the  district  and  shall  report 
to  the  owners  on  the  works,  operations,  assets, 
and  liabilities  of  the  district. 

11.  The  Trustees  of  the  district  now  in  office 
shall  continue  in  office  until  the  termination  of 
their  respective  terms  of  office,  and  all  by-laws, 
resolutions,  the  assessment  roll,  and  the  col¬ 
lector’s  roll  of  the  district  shall  continue  in 
force  until  amended,  repealed,  or  otherwise 
superseded. 

12.  The  assets,  rights,  claims,  and  financial 
obligations  of  the  district  shall  be  unimpaired 
by  the  recall  of  the  former  Letters  Patent  and 
the  issue  of  these  Letters  Patent.

“FEMALE  MINIMUM  WAGE  ACT.” 
Order  No.  74. 

Order  establishing  a  Minimum  Wage  in  the 
Laundry,  Cleaning,  and  Dyeing  Industries. 

THE  Board  of  Industrial  Relations  hereby 
orders: — 

1.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  em¬ 
ployee  of  any  age  in  the  laundry,  cleaning,  and 
dyeing  industries,  not  included  in  any  other 
Order  of  the  Board  (except  learners  of  any 
age  to  whom  permits  are  issued  under  section 
2  hereof),  shall  be  thirty-one  cents  (31c.)  per 
hour:  Provided,  however,  that  no  such  em¬ 
ployee  shall  be  paid  less  than  one  dollar  and 
twenty-four  cents  ($1.24)  when  her  day  con¬ 
sists  of  four  (4)  hours  or  less,  and  save  and 
except  on  Saturday,  when  her  day  consists  of 
three  (3)  hours  or  less,  no  such  employee  shall 
be  paid  less  than  ninety-three  cents  (93c.). 

2.  (a.)  That  permits  shall  be  obtained  from 
the  Board  by  the  employer  to  employ  learners 
of  any  age  in  the  laundry,  cleaning,  and  dyeing 
industries  at  the  rates  set  forth  in  subsection 
(6)  hereof. 

Application  forms  for  permits  may  be  ob¬ 
tained  from  the  Board,  Parliament  Buildings, 
Victoria,  or  from  its  Branch  Office,  789  Pender 
Street  West,  Vancouver. 

( b .)  That  the  minimum  wage  for  learners 
of  any  age  in  the  laundry,  cleaning,  and  dyeing 
industries,  employed  under  permit  from  the 
Board,  shall  be: — 

21c.  per  hour  during  her  first  four  months’ 
employment; 

24c.  per  hour  dui’ing  her  second  four  months’ 
employment; 

27V2C.  per  hour  during  her  third  four  months’ 
employment; 

31c.  per  hour  thereafter. 

Provided,  however,  that  when  her  day  con¬ 
sists  of  four  (4)  hours  or  less,  no  such  learner 
shall  be  paid  less  than: — 

84c.  per  day  during  her  first  four  months’ 
employment; 


96c.  per  day  during  her  second  four  months’ 
employment. 

$1.10  per  day  during  her  third  four  months’ 
employment ; 

$1.24  per  day  thereafter, — 
and  save  and  except  on  Saturday,  when  her 
day  consists  of  three  (3)  hours  or  less,  no  such 
learner  shall  be  paid  less  than: — 

63c.  per  day  during  her  first  four  months’ 
employment ; 

72c.  per  day  during  her  second  four  months’ 
employment ; 

82 1/2  c.  per  day  during  her  third  four  months’ 
employment ; 

93c.  per  day  thereafter. 

3.  That  every  employee  in  the  laundry,  clean¬ 
ing,  and  dyeing  industries,  called  for  employ¬ 
ment  by  her  employer,  shall  be  paid  after 
reporting  at  the  place  of  employment  according 
to  the  rates  to  which  she  is  entitled,  as  pro¬ 
vided  by  sections  1  or  2  hereof. 

4.  That  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section 
5  hereof,  when  employees  in  the  laundry,  clean¬ 
ing,  and  dyeing  industries  are  required  by  their 
employers  to  wear  uniforms  or  special  articles 
of  wearing-apparel,  such  uniforms  or  special 
articles  of  wearing-apparel  shall  be  furnished, 
repaired,  and  laundered  free  of  cost  to  the 
employees  by  the  employers,  and  no  deduction 
from  the  wages  of  the  employees  shall  be  made 
by  employers  for  such  uniforms  or  special 
articles  of  wearing-apparel,  or  for  the  repair 
or  laundering  thereof. 

5.  That  in  case  where  employers  and  employ¬ 
ees  in  the  laundry,  cleaning,  and  dyeing  in¬ 
dustries  make  application  in  writing  that  a 
different  arrangement  respecting  the  cost, 
repair,  and  laundering  of  uniforms  or  special 
articles  of  wearing-apparel  be  approved  by  the 
Board  the  Board  may  approve  such  arrange¬ 
ment,  and  thereupon  the  arrangement  so  ap¬ 
proved  shall  be  applicable  to  the  said  employers 
and  employees. 

6.  That  no  deduction  from  the  wages  of  any 
employees  in  the  laundry,  cleaning,  and  dyeing 
industries  shall  be  made  by  any  employer  for 
accidental  damage  to  any  article  belonging  to, 
or  in  the  custody  of  the  employer,  or  as  a 
penalty  for  unsatisfactory  work. 

7.  That  every  employer  shall,  at  least  as 
often  as  semi-monthly,  pay  to  his  employees  in 
the  laundry,  cleaning,  and  dyeing  industries  all 
wages  and  salary  due  to  them  up  to  a  day  not 
more  than  seven  (7)  days  prior  to  the  date  of 
payment. 

8.  That  this  Order  shall  become  effective  on 
the  10th  day  of  March,  1941,  and  be  in  sub¬ 
stitution  for  Orders  Nos.  4,  5,  and  6  of  the 
Minimum  Wage  Board  establishing  a  minimum 
wage  in  the  laundry,  cleaning,  and  dyeing  in¬ 
dustries,  effective  since  the  31st  day  of  March, 
1919,  which  are  hereby  rescinded.

“METALLIFEROUS  MINES  REGULA¬ 
TION  ACT.” 

Section  28,  Subsection  (3). 

UNDER  authority  of  subsection  (3),  section 
28,  “Metalliferous  Mines  Regulation  Act,” 
Ilis  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council 
has  been  pleased  to  approve  of  an  Order  in 
Council  whereby  the  provisions  of  subsections 
(1)  and  (2)  of  said  section  28  are  repealed, 
in  so  far  as  they  affect  above-ground  placer¬ 
mining,  and  the  following  regulations  estab¬ 
lished,  effective  April  1st,  1941:— 
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(1.)  No  operator  of  an  above-ground  placer 
mine  shall  employ  or  permit  his  employees  to 
work  for  a  longer  period  than  eight  hours  in 
any  twenty-four  hours  unless  he  shall  be  the 
holder  of  a  permit  under  the  regulation  next 
following. 

(2.)  The  Minister  of  Mines  may  authorize 
the  District  Inspector  of  Mines,  or  some  other 
qualified  officer  of  the  Minister’s  Department, 
to  issue  a  permit  to  any  operator  of  above¬ 
ground  placer-mining  authorizing  such  opera¬ 
tor  to  employ  any  person  in  his  mine  for  a 
period  of  ten  hours,  but  no  longer,  in  any 
twenty-four  hours;  such  permit  to  be  in  the 
following  form: — 

“METALLIFEROUS  MINES  REGULA¬ 
TION  ACT.” 

Section  28,  Subsection  (3). 

Permission  is  hereby  granted  to  employ 

above  ground  in  his  placer  mine  any  person  for  a 
period  of  ten  hours,  but  no  longer,  in  any  twenty- 
four  hours. 

This  permit  is  issued  on  the  condition  that  the 
hourly  rate  of  pay  for  any  person  who  is  employed 
in  the  said  above-ground  placer  operation  for  a 
longer  period  than  eight  hours,  but  not  more  than 
ten  hours  in  any  twenty-four  hours,  shall  be  based 
on,  and  not  less  than,  the  recognized  local  hourly 
rate  of  pay  for  a  normal  eight-hour  day;  and  in 
districts  where  board  is  provided  in  addition  to  a 
daily  wage  for  eight  hours’  work  the  value  of  the 
board  shall  be  added  to  the  daily  wage  in  computing 
the  hourly  rate. 

This  permit  is  subject  to  cancellation  at  the  dis¬ 
cretion  of  the  Minister  of  Mines.

PRIVATE  BILLS. 

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week.

And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1.)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 
Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House,  eight  clear  days  befoi’e  the  opening  of 
the  Session: — 

(a.)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

( b .)  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented 
to  the  House: 

(c.)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with 
publication  proved  by  a  statutory  dec¬ 
laration  or  affidavit  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Clerk  of  the  Plouse. 

(2.)  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill  and 
petition  the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars. 

(3.)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and 
notices  proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been 
so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  Session  or  if  the  petition  has  not 
been  presented  to  the  House  within  the  first 
ten  days  of  the  Session,  the  amount  to  be  paid 
to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred  dollars.  If 
the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading  one-half 
of  the  fees  shall  be  returned. 

101.  Every  petition  signed  by  an  agent  or 
attorney  in  fact  shall  be  accompanied  by  the 
authority  of  such  agent  or  attorney  in  fact, 
and  the  petition  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  filed 
with  the  Clerk  until  this  is  done. 
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102.  Before  any  petition  praying  for  leave 
to  bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  ei’ection  of  a 
toll-bridge  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person 
or  persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill 
shall,  upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by 
Standing  Order  100,  also  at  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  manner  give  notice  of  the  rates 
which  they  intend  to  ask,  the  extent  of  the 
privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches,  the  interval 
between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the  pas¬ 
sage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  oh 
not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1.)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  in¬ 
corporation  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate 
by  reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts 
relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  estab¬ 
lished  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  pro¬ 
visions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note  shall  be 
appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provisions 
thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not 
framed  in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order 
shall  be  recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted 
at  their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes 
upon  the  clauses. 

(2.)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model 
Bill  (copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Clerk  of  the  House).  Any  provisions 
contained  in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in 
accord  with  the  model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets  or  underlined,  and  shall  be 
so  printed. 

(3.)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may 
be  proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same. 

107.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by 
the  parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed 
in  small-pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty 
ems,  on  good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form, 
each  page  when  folded  measuring  10%  inches 
by  7%  inches.  There  shall  be  a  marginal 
number  every  fifth  line  of  each  page;  the 
numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on  through 
the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page  are  to  be 
numbered  separately.  Three  hundred  copies 
of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first  read¬ 
ing.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill 
during  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on 
Private  Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill 
shall  be  reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

In  the  case  of  Bills  to  incorporate  com¬ 
panies,  in  addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned 
in  Rule  98,  fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of 
the  company  are  payable  at  the  same  time. 
Further  particulars  can  be  had  on  application 
to  the  undersigned.
